All too many join a 
game and thonquit as soon as they canlt win. This often causes a poor player 
to' win, as he has no real enemies. Atleast Lon is staying in the game, which 
is more' than I can say for Mills and Dr..Hodin. It is players like Walker, 
Borecki, and Welsh that make it fun for the winner. - It is only fun to win at 
Dippy if you feel you beat someone who really tried.

The 
former has been closely allied -with me for tho entire game and I rule him out. 
As f or Len, I find it inconceivable that he would be one to borate for lying 
and failing to make alliances. That- ''J have; hidden my : true intentions fromhim 
throughout tho game, I froely admit. That is the. e-ssence.:of the game. t That 
I have failed to "declare war" is also true. Mien I found that he was using 
my letters to him to try and stir trouble against ;mo I decided that further 
correspondence with him was unnecessary. ... In £ac.t ^"'-Qie-'only' 'real 'regret that . 
I havo in this game is my attack on hapless Ken Borocki., I s,tabbod him after 
giving an assurance of my support. That ho was doomed anyway is immaterial. . 
Ken, if you should happen to be reading this diatribe please know that I do 
apologize and, to that extent (and only to that .extent) I admit that Syria's 
charges aro true. As a final note, let mo add this. Diplomacy is a game of 
negotiation and skill. Yet, the rules do not allow for reqarding veracity and 
faithfulness to one's allies. Cn the other hand, it does not penalize double- 
doaling and untrustworthinoss. . This is a serious shortcoming which I hope soma 
gamesmastor will soon resolve. In the meantime, I would hope that all of Us 
who play the game can, keep it that — a game, and rofra'in from the personal slan- 
ders which do littlo .to further, the exercise and do much to insure raucbur and 
hard feelings.

Playor Commentary — 

ENG — This game has changed considerably since, its inception, and the sub- 
stitution, of .players has certainly done me no good. In place of an Austria that 
would bo standing against Russian moves in the South, wo have a stabbed Austria 
that has little recourse right now unless it can secure a Turkish alliance. 
Further, the Turks fighting on the side of the Russians does severe damage to 
my flexibility. Whereas before I probably had the advantage in deciding whether 
I would win or draw the game, Gene probably has that advantage now. I cannot 
possibly agree with you that Gene has thrown the game to me. Remember that 

Russia is duo to get Norway this year (190$). That loaves us even in strength. 
The key difference is that ho has a Turkish ally to play with if ho wants to, 
and I .cannot, possibly negotiate with him. Consider: if I proooso an attack 'on 
Russia, Lindsay will relay the word to Prosnitz, who m would then have an excuse to 
attack .me. I have no potential ally, unless I were to make my peace with Dean 
right now in France, but: that would require complete shifting of forces, and the 
abandonment of a good: ally in favor of one that . I have already stabbed. Doesn't 
make sense. ## On the other hand, I cannot simply allow Gene that sort of free- 
dom either. I must start pressures now on two fronts: (l) \ must write some in- 
direct press releases to convince -Turkey that Russia is. .the enemy and preserve tho 
balance of power, and (2) I must make every effort to .get Russia fighting Turkoy. 
Obviously, Gone will not do this untM Austria is done, for, but that might bo 
enough to hurt mo. In any caso, I must get Russia to hit Turkey before tho com- 
plete elimination of Austria. Even thon, it will doubtless place me in a diffi- 
cult position. All tho ! flexibility has been taken out of my diplomatic position 
with tho replacement of tho two SE playors. Germany and Italy, .the other two 
originals, arc obviously out of consideration with one unit each, so help from 
them is pointless.

to secure Russian help in securing Munich. Incidentally, the Russian move 

Bohemia-Munich last time was obviously negotiated. I was incensed by the fact 
that the Russians had failed to move Baltic to Sweden to help me hold Kiel. As 
it turned out, Gene DID make recompense, though it wasn't needed. Dean should 
have realized that ho had little to gain from the move he submitted, since an 
attack against Belgium was just too obvious. Nevertheless, he committed his 
strength there, allowing mo to make a very important gain of a net two. I would 
like to get another army ashore in France , this year, but it ^-ooks unlikely. Dean, 
however, is under heavy pressure as far as his withdrawal is concerned. We will 
have to see where that unit comes off. I almost think it might be best to re- 
move the fleet in Liverpool. Whatever he. does, he givos me an opening. % two 
armies are much needed, though after they get ashore, I might start on fleets again. 

RUS — .Snglans has agreed to give me Norway in 190?, so I will take it. As 
for long-term strategy: Eventually I'll have to stab either England or Turkey.

ENG — I rather doubt the efficacy of my worthless little press releases, 
but I certainly hope that Turkey turns against Russia now . Fat chance. I am, 
you will note, starting to sell some pounds now for Roubles while the selling is 
good. I do not understand how the bettors can be so immune to the trends in the 
world, and think that maybe they are not paying a hell of a lot of attention. §§ 
As far as tactics go for this turn, I shall probably not do too much, according 
to predictions. I shall leave Franco in Liverpool I think, in order to olace 
some pressure on other areas, and since I have been allowed to stay in Portugal. 
Spain and Brest should cancel, I am afraid, or I may elect to re-take Brest and 
leave Spain unattacked. I am afraid that I may be forced out of Belgium, but 
that' s one of the hazards of the trade — I must take some chances. Then too, I 
want to have an army getting inland so that I have some bargaining power with 
Gene vis-a-vis Munich. The Russian build in St. Pete is apparently. designed to 
keep mo honest in the North; With no loss than four Russian units bearing on my 
flank, I think that's a fair assumption. Next year I shall make the final 

assault on Liverpool, and hope that 1906 will bo a year in which I can start up- 
wards again on the way to a position of power. I must always keep a force in 
position against the Russians in case they get tempted, but must also push with 
all possible haste against the South. . .

Austria and Turkey are the only powers on Russia's borders right 
now that are even able to combat the biggest power. This game, and I must say it, 
has gone from a compendium of competent players to a rar,h of move-missers and ill- 
considered alliances. France is the only player besides Gene and myself that is. 
still playing, and ho's fighting ME. Russia, on the other hand, has nobody that's 
fighting him at all. Hopefully, that will change. I would certainly like to see 
some Southern pressure in that area. Moan. It' s too bad what has happened, I 
suppose. ## The only thing which makes mo feel good at this ooint is that I 
have been tolling Prosnitz what would be happening right about now ever since 
the start of tho gamo. Ho called them crocodile tears, but they are, I think, 
very real now. It is, I think, the sad fact of tho matter that this game will 
be decided on tho replacement players and their relative levels of interest and 
skill. I was unlucky in getting a tenacious opponent, and Gene was fortunate in ' 
getting a couple that woren't — particularly "in light of tho fact that he managed 
to convince ono of them to go along with him.

A-H — ... When George decided to retire to his seaside bungalow he left 
himself so wide open to a Russian stab that I was out of the game as soon as I 
got into it. The fact that Lindsay, as Turkey, was both totally subservient to 
Russia and totally non-communicative didn't help matters at all- While I was in 
contact (slightly) with Dean, he couldn't help mo so there wasn't much diplomacy 
there. While writing Grayson in other connections I tried to got him to ally 
with Franco, but Grayson wasn't replying either. The English stab against the 
French was another action that didn't help the cause at all. Vor Ploeg says now 
that it wasn't really a stab and that it was all conditioned on his idea that 
Prosnitz might yet fulfill their agreement to a 17/17 split of the board, but it 
was still an egregious error — The error, in fact, that will probably result in a 
Russian victory. Provided Walker gives uo his ideas for attacking Russia in tho 
South stopping him on that front will bo a cinch. Given the English-Frence dis- 
sonance stopping him on tho other front will be a lot harder. Tho Austro- 
Turk position is just about impregnable against an attack from the north. If 
tho Austrian A Apu were in Pied and the Turk F Ion wore in Armenia tho position 
would be oven theoretically unbreakable.... At this point the best I can hope 
to got out of this game is a draw. For that reason alone I would try to persuade 
Rod to adopt a turtle posture, oven if I believed (as I do not) that any possible 
gains of his current plan to attack Rum, etc., wore ultimately defensible. For 
the nonco, then, the plan is this: I will support the Italian fleet in Venice. 
As long as Prosnitz does not hit Pied immediately, I have an excellent chance of 
pulling this one out. Turkey must take Tunis this fall to got him the fleet that 
will guarantee his ultimate control of the Nlack Sea. Ho should therefore order 
Ion-Tun, Tun (H) this spring. I am ordering AlbrGro and Gre-Ion. If Prosnitz 
occupies Alb his lines will be spread far enough to preclude, for the moment, 
effective pressure on Venice. If ho does not occupy Alb I should be able to got 
into the Adriatic S'07, with the support for Greece being provided by TUR F Tun 
(which should move to tho Ion that season, of course). That would release A Apu 
and I would bo 'home free. Tho eventual position to aim for is AUS F Adr (S) ITA

ENG : — The times may be changing (S'06). The year that I had feared through- 
out is now over, and, with the substitution of a Turkish player that will bo -against 
Russia, I think that I piay.be able to return to the overall plan without all that 
much loss. In fact, it is good that Russia has entered the position he is now in — 
it will be much easier to persuade the others to. go along. I have already secured 
Walter's agreement, and hope for Phillip's. Coordinating an effort along. that 
front will, alas, bo most difficult because of tho lack of Turkish armies, but I 
hope that wo shall bo able to remedy that. For the moment, I think that I am en- 
tering a period of flexibility again, and I hope that the worst is over. White 
getting Turkey into Tunis for the build, I shall also try to turn the two Southern 
nations against Russia while hoping that Italy will hold out. I am also writing 
Gene in an attempt to reinstate tho agreement. I am, as. you can soo by my orders, 
going to support him into Berlin.
